4.  DISCUSSION: 


a)  SAN  FRANCISCO  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  FUNDING: 

Since  Committee  members  have  received  no  reports  addressing  the  issue,  the 
matter  was  continued  to  a  future  meeting. 

b)  REVIEW  OF  PROPOSAL  FOR  PRIVATE  SECURITY: 

Commissioner  Huggins  read  a  letter  from  Commander  Richard  Holder  about  the 
nature  and  scope  of  SFPD  street  patrol  vis-a-vis  private  secur/ity,  specifically  that 
private  patrol  of  public  areas  is  prohibited  by  law,  Article  25  of  the  Municipal 
Police  Code.  Ms.  Huggins  urged  review  of  the  Article  by  staff  and  residents  in 
order  to  obtain  private  patrol  but  to  be  in  compliance  with  all  regulations,  and 
also  cited  a  Federal  Registry  article  that  addresses  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  noted  that  Article  25  requires  approval  of  the  Police 
Chief  on  the  hiring  of  private  security  and  suggested  that  Commander  Holder  be 
invited  to  speak  to  the  Committee.  Also,  Commissioner  Meskunas  stated  that 
several  months  ago  the  SFHA  Legal  Department  had  been  asked  to  prepare  a 
report  on  all  relevant  federal,  state  and  local  law  on  this  matter,  but  hasn't  yet 
produced  such  a  report,  although  the  Security  Officer  has  provided  his. 

Commissioner  Palega  expressed  doubts  on  the  reliability  of  using  private  secuntv 
alone  to  cope  with  complex  security  problems  of  Housing,  and  suggested  a 
collaborative  effort  between  private  and  public  officers. 

Commissioner  Redd  stated  that  issues  of  liability,  feasibility  and  train mg  ot 
security  personnel  must  be  addressed  first. 

Commissioner  Huggins  said  that  she  has  10-12  private  security  bid  proposals, 
some  written  by  residents.  Commissioner  Huggins  wanted  to  make  a  motion  tt) 
allow  these  groups  to  make  bid  presentations  to  the  Committee.  Commissioners 
Redd  and  Palega  stated  that  this  was  not  a  Commission  issue,  but  that 
administrative  matters  are  handled  by  staff.

Al  Nelson,  Chief  of  Staff  and  Operations,  said  that  he  will  follow-up  with  the 
requested  legal  report  about  potential  liability  issues  concerning  private  security. 
Mr.  Nelson  noted  an  existing  Housing  procurement  policy  for  hiring  of  any 
contractor. 

c)  LEAD  ABATEMENT: 

Commissioner  Huggins  asked  for  staff  to  investigate  the  company  that  delivers 
bottled  water  to  the  Potrero  Annex  property  office  but  will  not  deliver  to  a  private 
resident  one  block  away. 

Michael  Kelly,  Modernization  Manager,  reported  on  the  lead  hazards  management 
program.  In  short  the  program  concerns  resident  notification,  education,  annual 
property  inspection,  evaluation  and  remediation.  Mr.  Kelly  also  said  that  lead 
paint/asbestos  abatement  and  heating  system  replacement  at  Holly  Courts  will  be 
done  by  in-house  staff  instead  of  outside  contractors.  Richard  McGuire,  Industrial 
Hygienist,  gave  a  detailed  report  on  tests  conducted  at  various  developments. 
Commissioner  Huggins  asked  that  reports  from  lead  testing  done  at  the 
developments  be  made  available  to  the  residents  who  request  them. 

d)  REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

Commissioner  Redd  asked  staff  to  review  the  custodial  staffing  status  at  Bernal 
Dwelling  to  ascertain  proper  coverage  of  the  premises.  Mr.  Nelson  so  noted  the 
request.  This  matter  was  continued  to  a  future  meeting  since  no  materials  on  this 
issue  was  given  to  the  Commissioners  at  the  current  meeting. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  said  that  Jim  Williams,  Director  of  Conventional 
Housing,  is  investigating  issues  with  collection  by  Sunset  Scavenger  and  the 
Committee  should  wait  for  completion  of  his  report.

4.       GUEST  SPEAKERS: 

(a)  Commander  Richard  Holder  -  S.F.P.D. 

Commander  Richard  Holder,  S.F.P.D.,  gave  a  presentation  about  police  programs,  and 
some  strategies  to  be  developed.  The  Commander  stressed  goals  of  better 
communication  and  dialogue  with  residents,  and  noted  the  low  numbers  of  residents  who 
were  arrested  the  previous  year  in  comparison  with  the  total  crime  figures  of  San 
Francisco,  contrary  to  popular  myth.  Commander  Holder  then  answered  questions  posed 
by  Commissioners  Huggins  and  Palega. 

Mr.  Felipe  Floresca,  Executive  Director,  spoke  of  how  the  Drug  Elimination  Program 
(DEP)  Grant  for  1.7  million  dollars  will  be  used;  one  half  will  be  for  pilot  programs  at 
Potrero  Hill,  Alice  Griffith,  and  Ping  Yuen;  the  remaining  eighty  percent  (80%),  or 
about  $800,000,  will  be  used  as  mini-grants  for  eight  other  pilot  proposals. 

Commissioner  Palega  and  the  Commander  Holder  discussed  their  ideas  of  how  to  involve 
residents  in  "community  policing."  Commander  Holder  noted  that  the  idea  of  private 
security  is  feasible,  but  with  certain  limitations.  Mr.  Floresca  said  that  there  was  a  need 
for  a  forum  to  discuss  the  exact  parameters  between  public  and  private  security.  Mr. 
Floresca  also  cautioned  against  HUD's  Operation  Safe  Home  pilot  program,  citing 
possible  potential  trouble  if  outsiders  were  to  go  to  an  area  to  specify  local  remedies. 
Each  development  must  be  handled  individually,  Mr.  Floresca  added. 

b)  Lieutenant  George  Stasko,  S.F.P.D.,  Operation  Safe  Home 

Lieutenant  George  Stasko,  S.F.P.D.,  gave  a  presentation  on  Operation  Safe  Home; 
Hayes  Valley  was  the  targeted  pilot  program  site.  Initially,  trouble  spots  were  identified, 
surveyed,  drug  transactions  made  by  undercover  agents.  He  said  that  the  area  was  chosen 
because  of  the  amount  of  recent  violent  crimes.  Lieutenant  Stasko  described  barbecues, 
toy  drives,  gun  buy-outs,  revocation  of  permits  and  licenses  of  certain  businesses  that 
allow  on-the-premise  drug  sales  as  some  examples  of  the  program's  tactics. 

Commissioner  Huggins  asked  about  tenability  of  asset  seizure  of  buyers'  cars  and 
whether  the  sales  profits  could  benefit  respective  tenant  organizations.  The  Lieutenant 
said  that  he  wasn't  completely  familiar  with  this  issue.  Next,  in  response  to  the 
Commissioner's  question  about  SFHA's  prior  notification  by  SFPD,  the  Lieutenant 
explained  that  it  is  not  the  policy  of  the  SFPD  to  divulge  information  about  planned 
parole  sweeps  or  undercover  operations  in  order  to  protect  the  operation's  integrity  and 
officer's  safety. 
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Mr.  Floresca  warned  of  the  need  for  a  "meeting  of  the  minds"  between  the  police  and 
residents  should  this  program  become  a  permanent  one  in  The  City.  Commissioner 
Palega  spoke  of  his  concern  for  residents'  safety  and  cautioned  against  residents  being 
placed  in  a  compromised  position  should  they  work  with  the  police  in  any  way. 

c)  Sandy  Mori,  Senior  Citizens  Resource  Information  -  (not  present) 

d)  Robert  Muir,  San  Francisco  Energy  Company 

Robert  Muir,  San  Francisco  Energy  Company,  gave  a  presentation  on  the  proposed 
energy  plant.  Mr.  Muir  discussed  the  physical  layout,  environmental  emissions,  possible 
health-related  issues.  Commissioner  Palega  requested  that  any  health  studies  done  be 
made  available  to  residents,  and  that  reports  be  written  in  clear  lay-person  terms. 
Commissioner  Muggins  spoke  of  her  concern  of  the  plant's  effect  on  residents'  health, 
land  values  and  esthetics  of  the  neighborhood.  Mr.  Muir  said  that  no  chlorine  gas,  lead, 
asbestos,  or  hydrochloric  acid  would  be  emitted  as  by-products  of  this  proposed  plant. 

Commissioner  Palega  urged  residents  to  contact  their  legislators  or  the  City  Planning 
Commission  to  vocalize  their  concern  about  the  proposed  power  plant  since  he  believed 
that  the  role  of  Housing  Commissioner  was  rather  limited  over  this  issue.

Commissioner  Palega  reported  that  he,  Ted  Dienstfrey,  and  Commissioner  Lee  attended 
a  Human  Rights  Commission's  meeting  for  integration  within  the  SFHA.  One  of  the 
issues  was  the  high-level  of  crime  the  SFHA  residents  experience.
